Aa a realdeBt of Spain, SkorsaiT’ 
appoara to be eoioTing the confidenea of 
certain high ranking anabera of the Span- 
lah High General Staff, fmqueDt]7 eoeing 
Lt. General Joan Vlgoo Suero Uiaa, Chief 
of the High General Staff; U. General 
Agoatln Mimoa Grandea, Captain Gai^ral, 
First Beglon, who fomerljr eoaaonded the 
Sponiab *01iio Divialon^ ehlcb fongbt in 
Bnaela; and Major General Amenio Martinea 
do Canpoe, Uepotx Chief of Staff, Sigh 
Cooeral Staff. Skonei^^ ia alao beliered 
to be on Taxy good tema with Major Cedar' 
al' Sdbiardo Gallaraa-Conaalea Irragori, 
Minister of Air. 
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On aeweral oecaslnna, SkorMoy baa 
stated to the OS Air Attaehs that the 
Spanish High General Staff are wexy 
amrinnn to enter into a bilateral agree' 
•eat for ndtual defenae with United 
State#, Be clmins the chief dlffieiiUy In 
that tbe Spaniah are too protxd to aak for 
tbe aaaaora thesaelwea, end winh that the 
natter eouid be broach^ ty a chird party 
to tba United States. Spain la, hovewer, 
aeoording to dkoraeqy, adaaant in her da- 
lire to mnain out of the North AiXaotie 
Treaty Orgcalsatloa, aeating no part of a 
"plan dooMhi to failtire.” fie clalsa that 
Spain would definitely fight aiywfaere la 
Surope, given the proper equlpnant, a 
chance to train at leait a year, and the 
opporttaity to ebserre tbe px^bable cap#' 
bllltlea of her «oald*be alllee, l.e., 
France, fielgiun and Hollaal. Skoraeiqr, 
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altbou^ta b* bates the British, feel« that 
the/ are tbs oiU/ ({ood all/ at present, 
but he doubt* that the/ would seed another 
expoditioaaxT force to Europe In the owenb 
the Contlfient «aa lost. 

Skorxeh7*s prlsaxy interest appears 
to be tc find a position as a proressloaal 
soldier, a tra^ la which be excels. Be 
has spoken of a schevo offered to the 
Spanish High Genaral Staff last August, 
which was snthorwd Ceman Geofiral Uelns 
Goderlan, receatl/ elected to the stearlag 
oomaittea of the nsv Gexvan wstersns* or* 
ganlsatlon. The League of Gervaa Soldiers. 
(Sea Page 3). The plan involred tbs 
training of a cadre of ooaaaodos ooapoaed 
of S,000 troops of aar natloaalit/ wtio 
wasted to fight against the "cobboo enei^. 
Skorseq/ chaaplcms the eanse of these 
nationale of other cotsttrlea who fought 
with tha Oeftians against ths Russians and 
who are now held In prison as German col- 
laborators in their rsape;AiTe ooustries. 
He erldaatl/ enrlsagea their release from 
prison to serre as nemhera of the proposed 
oomaalo cadre, which aould become tha 
nxclens of a. new Goman snqr to conbat the 
Soviets* The former Hxal has not clarl* 
fled his stand regsnUng the psrtielpailon 
of German unita In the Vestem defense 
■/stem, and It la quite Xlhel/ that a unit 
formed 1/ him would bo permeated with a 
daalre to arecge tho Haxl defeat tv tha 
Sorleta, rather than with a sincere wish 
to cooperate with the IVestem uations if 
the Borieta attacked m nation other than 
German/. 

Skorses/ recentl/ published an sc* 
count of his mlXltax/ exploits during 
■orld far 11, entitled Skcraenr'e Secret 
Hlseions . These exploits Include the re* 
capture of Hussollid for Hitler is 1943, 
the overthrow of the fiungariaa govammant 
in October 1944 to bolster the Ceznan 
•astern front, and the use of behlnd-tba- 
lino oKandoa mhlch aerioosl/ threatened 
certain seotiooa of the Allied front dur- 
ing the Settle of the Bulge. Skorxeiv 
further avers that he moriced with Hitler 
sad Hlasler la planning tho boahiag of lev 



fork with rocket weapons, and that he was 
head of tha ‘secret arm/* which enforced 
Heal demands on Petain. The antoblo- 
grapher, who witboct bragging ^haa a rsthor 
high opinion of hie prowosa, is btttar 
over the loos of revenne tnm the sals of 
his book in the Baited States.

Skoraen/ was adslttedly a clever 
aaster plaimr, especially in the use of 
shock or oonneado troops, but tho 03 Air 
Attache f«lt that ha seaaad rather ill la- 
fomad on the overall or strataglo conoapt 
of warfare. In an/ future conflict, Skor- 
lesy could be expected to ssanwer himself 
Into a position great oourags 

and akin la devising further exploits 
suited to hia particular talents. Ho Is 
apparently aoxloas to psrpetnate his rs- 
polstloa in ooDDectioa with' upheavals, 
^■bather political or alUtazy, aAlI an 
opportualty for real SMtlsa preasiAs it- 
self* For sxasplw, he informed the B. 5. 
Air Attache la Juno 1951 that a friend bad 
just arrived froii Gezmaay stating that 
Chancellor Adenauar of tho German Federal 
Bepoblie had deeidad that ^rsen/ obvi- 
ously mas fostering a levolntlon In Ger- 
msBy made up of permonoil who are dlaoos- 
tentad with the preaettt Cezran Curumauot. 
Bis oomection with aeo-Iaxl trends la 
GenMsy Is obscure, but it Is eatlrely 
poeslhlo that dboraeq/, with his shUi^ 
to iwmsin la ooutaet with large nadwtrs of 
proednent members of the Iasi "Old Goard," 
could lead to ths mhsresbouts of maiv 
alssing Germans* It Is obvious that Skor* 
■efl/f still a ynuqg man, has no intestloo 
of living a qul^ life la ezUs. Obserra- 
tlon of Ms future activities. In tbs 
light of bis mllltsristle background, 
should prove highly Interesting. 
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
